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This matter comes before the Public Service Commission of South Carolina (the

Commission) by way of the Application of Sump N Speshl Transportation, LLC (the

Applicant) for a Class C Non-Emergency Certificate of Public Convenience and

Necessity to render motor passenger service as follows:

BETWEEN POINTS AND PLACES IN ALLENDALE, BARNWELI,,

BEAUFORT, BERKELEY, CHARLESTON, COLLETON, DORCHESTER,

GEORGETOWN, HAMPTON, AND JASPER COUNTIES, SOUTH

CAROLINA,

RESTRICTED TO: SEVEN (7) PASSENGERS.

Upon consideration of the Application, the representations contained therein, and

the documentary evidence attached thereto, the Commission finds that the Applicant is

fit, willing, and able to perlbrm the service to the public under the authority sought. The

Commission also finds that the granting of the Certificate is required by public

convenience and necessity.
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IT IS THEREFOREORDERED:

1. ThattheApplication of SumpN SpeshlTransportation,LLC for aClassC

Non-EmergencyCertificateof PublicConvenienceandNecessityis herebyapproved.

2. Thatthe Applicant file, or causeto be filed, with theOffice of Regulatory

Staff (ORS)theproperlicensefees,proof of liability insurance(i.e."Form E"), andother

information requiredby S.C. CodeAnn. Section58-23-10et se%(1976),as amended,

and by 10 S.C. Code Ann. Regs. 103-100 through 103-241 (Supp. 2013) of the

Commission'sRulesand Regulationstbr Motor Carriers,and2 S. C. CodeAnn. Regs.

38-400 through 38-503 (Supp.2013) of the Departmentof Public Safety's Rulesand

Regulationsfor Motor Carriers,within ninety (90) daysof the dateof this Order, or

within suchadditionaltimeasmaybeauthorizedby theCommission.

3. That failure of the Applicant to either (1) complete the certification

processby complying with the requirementsof filing with the ORSproof of appropriate

insuranceand the paymentof licensefeesand suchother information requiredby law

within ninety (90) days of the date of this Order or (2) requestand obtain from the

Commissionadditionaltime to comply with therequirementsstatedabove,mayresultin

theauthorizationapprovedin this Orderbeingrevoked.

4. That upon compliancewith the filing of information asrequiredby S.C.

CodeAnn. Section58-23-10,et se_cq.(1976),asamended,andthe applicableRegulations

for Motor Carriers,S.C.Code Ann. Regs.Vol. 10,as amended,a Certificate shall be

issuedby theORSto theApplicantauthorizingthemotorcarrierservicesgrantedherein.
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5. That prior to compliancewith the requirementsregardingthe filing of"

certaininlbrmation with the ORSand receiptof a Certificate,the motor carrierservices

authorizedby this Ordermaynot beprovided.

6. That if the Applicant fails to comply with the filing requirements

containedherein,this OrdergrantingtheApplication shallbedeemednull andvoid and

the Application hereinshall be dismissedwithout prejudice. In this event,no further

Orderof this Commissionis necessary.

7. Thatpursuantto the two month reportingrequirementcontainedin Order

No. 2014-443(May 21, 2014), the ORS is requestedto furnish the nameand docket

numbers of the Applicant to the Commission, should the Applicant become non-

compliantwith thepresentOrder. After suchnotification,theDocketshallbeclosed.

8. Thatthis Ordershall remainin full lbrce andeffectuntil furtherorderof

theCommission.
